Applicant's 
argument in regard to claims 1-2 is found unpersuasive for the same reasons as elaborated on pages 8-9 of the Final rejection of 6/5/2008. 
Applicant has the burden of showing an unobvious difference between the instant product and that of the prior art. No difference has been 
shown. See MPEP 2112 Section V and 2112.01. Applicant argues that Baker '849, Baker 748, and Resasco do not either alone or in 
combination, teach the specific ratio of primary to secondary metals, reaction temperature and time, specific gaseous atmosphere and 
amount. However, each of the cited required elements is addressed in the Final rejection of 6/5/2008. Though exact ranges may not be 
disclosed by the prior art, overlapping ranges are prima facie obviousness. See MPEP 2144.05. 
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
